Whole Department Pun-
ished for Battle in Class-
rooms and Halls in Which

Fire Extinguisher Played
a Part.

The Architectural Department of the
Unlversity of Pennaylvanin Is not works
Ing tuday, As & matter of fact, the doars
of the classrooms of the department ars
locked and no student is permitted Lo
enter. This cessntion of motivity has been
caused by o sudden outburst of warlike
activity among the students, resulting in
A frec-for-all fight, and Is intended na o
pennlty. !

Yesterday, the studants, evidently de-
sring to reproduce the fAghting along the
Yuer and Vistula, divided into hostlls
groups and fired away at euch other to
thelr hearts’ content and the extroame
discontent of the faculty. They did not
use any howltzera or B-milllmetre guns,

The Jjuniors mand senlors were armed
with wvarious misslles of lighter calibre,
such as pana of water, bags of flour and
large soaked-in-water chunks of blotler
‘paper. These warriors were strongly in-
trenched behind doors, desks and other
Places affording protectlon. There they
wilted In grim sHence, watching eagerly
for the report of the outposts In the
corridor.

Preméntly the enemy came along. The
sophomores, dreamed in frock conts, came
down the corridor of College Hall, They
did not evinee any hostile Intentions, but,
on the eantrary, slmply desirsd to exhibit
their love and admiration for Alma Mater,
An annual demonstration. Whether or
not the men In the trenches mlsunder-
atood thelr signals, the fact is that Ime
medlately a ery of alarm was ralsed,

“Genllemen.' shouted ona senlor, “‘the
fate of the Republic Is In yeur hands'
And, to the credit of the Jjunlors and
tha senlors, let it be sald, they under-
ftood the mignificance of the moment,

The battle was stubbaorn, hard, bitter,
The sophomores were al a disadvaniage
becauss of thelr consplegous uniforms, the
long, biack frock ecoals muking an essy
target for the four bags. They fought
hard against overwhelming odds, And
then thelr strategists pinyed thelr card,
They ordered a retreat across another
corridor, and, after rallylng thelr forces
and armed with a fAre extingulsher, they
cutfanked the enmmy. appeared, through
the class room doors, In the rear of the
allled senlor and Junior forces and opened
o terrific artillery fire from the extin-
gulsher.
